Rufus W . Gaynor, W ho Took Passage 


on the Baltic for England W ith His 


Father, Sends Brief but Picturesque 


Account of the Passing A w ay of the 


Noted Gotham Executive. 


Nev* York, Sept. 12.— How Mayor 
W illiam J. (¡aynor of New York met 
his death on board the steam er Baltic, 
on which he was bound for England, 
was wired here by his son, Rufus W. 
Gaynor, who was his only traveling 
companion. 
The picturesque head of the New 
York m unicipality succumbed to heart 
failure, brought on by fatigue as a re­ 
sult of his anxieties in the m ayor’s 
chair 
and the wound 
which he re­ 
ceived three years ago at the hand of 
a discharged employe, according to 
the dispatches from the younger Gay­ 
nor. 
The end came suddenly while 
the 
m ayor sat in his steamer chair on the 
deck of the liner. 
In the picturesque 
words of tiie son, ‘‘he seemed to go as 
a candle flickers out.” 
Rufus W . Gay- 
nor’s message said: 
“ Father died 
at 
1:07 
p. 
m., 
on 
Wednesday, the 10th. 
His death was 
due to heart failure. 
He was seated 
in his deck «'hair at the tim e. 
I and 
the nurse and the ship’s doctor were 
with him. 
I discovered him uncon­ 
scious in his chair, though still a l i v e . 
H e died 
alx>ut three minutes lau r | 
without recognizing any of us. 
Every- j 
thing possible was done, hut he seem- i 
ed to go as a caudle flickers out. 
Am ! 
all right and am trying to arrange to 
bring the body back on the Lusitania, 
sailing from Liverpool on Saturday, 
the loth.” 
That the m ayor’s heart had been in 
a weakened condition for years was 
the 
statement 
of 
physicians 
who 
treated him at the time he was shot 
in the neck and almost done to death 
by an insane discharged employe of 
the city in August, 1910. 


Wound Hastened His Death. 


They would not declare their belief 
that the wound inflicted by the assas­ 
sin’s bullet had led directly to the 
end, but did affirm that his general re­ 
sistance had been lessened thereby to 
a great extent. 
Plans for a public funeral, to be 
held probably on Monday, Sept. 22, 
w ill be made by the board of esti­ 
mate. 
I-ate advices from abroad say 
the body will be transferred from the 
Baltic to the steamer Cedric, sailing 
from Queenstown; or, if that arrange­ 
ment cannot be effected, to the Lusi­ 
tania, sailing from Liverpool on Sat­ 
urday, and should arrive in New York 
Frid ay or Saturday of next w’eek. 
The death of Mayor Gaynor auto­ 
m atically transferred the office of may­ 
or to Colonel Ardolph L. Kline, a Re­ 
publican, president of the board of al­ 
dermen. 
Colonel Kline took the oath 
of oftlce and his first official act was 
to call th e board of estimate together 
to lay plans for the public funeral 
services of his predecessor. 
Mayor 
Kline then declared that during his 
short term of office, which w ill ter­ 
minate on Jan . 1, 1914, he would car­ 
ry out th e policies of Mayor Gaynor, 
so far as he knew them. 
W h ile messages of sympathy from 
local political leaders and 
from all 
parts of the country poured Into the 
m ayor’s office and at the Gaynor coun­ 
try home at St. Jam es. L. I., the heat­ 
ed municipal campaign came to a sud­ 
den stop, although many conferences 
were held to review the sudden change 
which Mayor Gaynor’s death made in 
the general situation.

The Democratic conferees will not 
call the m inority in until they have 
settled all phases of the tariff dispute. 
The conference was participated in 
by

Simmons,

Shively and Johnson, and Represen­ 
tatives Underwood, Dixon, Kitchin and 
Rainey. 
In 
the 
session 
the 
house 
mem­ 
bers yielded to the senate on the 
m ajority 
of 
amendments, 
accepting 
the senate’s lower rates on most of 
the disputed items. 
The reductions I 
made by the senate on coal tar dyes, 
including alizarin 
and 
anthracene, ' 
were approved and the senate’s rates 
on soaps were retained, although the 
language 
of 
the 
paragraph 
was 
changed 
at the suggestion 
of 
the 
house members. 
A compromise was made on 
the 
item of chlorate of potash, which the 
house had taxed at 1 cent a pound, 
but which had been free listed in the 
senate. 
It is 
understood 
the com­ 
promise w ill be based on practically 
an even division of the house rate. 
The Democratic conferees will meet 
daily in morning and afternoon ses­ 
sions and the Republican 
members 
probably w ill not be called in until 
the latter part of next week. 
Senator La Follette intimated that 
he considered the procedure of the
